In exercise of the powers conferred by sub section (1) 
of section 28 of the Salar Jung Museum Act, 1961 (26 
of 19 61), the Solar Jung Museum Board, Hyderabad wilh

1, These regulations may be called the Salar Jung 
Museum (Amendment) Regulations, 1968. 

2. In the Solar Jung Museum Regulations, 1962, — 

(i) for regulation 6, the following regulation shall be 
substituted, namely :• — - 
Classification of Posts 

6, The posts in the Museum shall be classified Into the 
following five categoiies, namely 

(i) Class I ( Senior ) 

“All posts the minimum of the scale of pay of 
which is not less than Rs. 700 p.m. or any other 
post which may be or has been so classified by 
the Board as Class I (Senior) post, 

(ii) Class 1 ( Junior ) 

All posts the minimum of the scale of pay of 
which is less than Rs. 700 p.m. but not less 
than Rs. 400 p.m. or any other post which may 
be or has been so classified by the Board as 
a Class I (Junior) post, 

(iii) Class U 

All posts the minimum of the scale of pay of 
which is less than Rs. 400 p.m. but not less than 
Rs. 325 p.m. or any other post which may be 
or has been so classified by the Board as a Class 
II post. 


(iv) Class III 

All posts the minimum of the scale of pay of 
which is less than Rs. 325 p.m. but not less than 
Rs. 100 p.m. or any other post which may be 
or has been so classified by the Board as Class 
HI post. 

(v) All posts the minimum of the scale of pay of 
which is less than Rs. 100 p.m. or any other 
post which may be or has been so classified ar 
a Class IV post."; 

(ii! in regulation 8, — 

(a) in Sub-regulation (J-A), for the expression 
“Class 1’’, in both the places where it occurs, 
the expression "Class I (.Senior), Class I 
ffunior) Posts*' shall be substituted ; 

(b) in sub-regulation (2) - — 

(i) for the expression “Class 1 Posts", the ex- 
pression “Class I (Senior) and Class 1 
(Junior) posts" shall be substituted : 

(ii) after clause (b), the following note shall 
be Inserted, namely ; — 

“ Note ; — Recruitment of staff to Class HI Ministerial 
posts in tbe Museum shall, however, be made by a com- 
mittee consisting of the following members, namely — 

(a) Director, Salar Jung Museum as its Chairman. 

(b) An officer nominated by the Chief Secretary to 
the Government of Audhra Pradesh, 

(c) An officer nominated by the Secretary to the 
Government of Andhra Pradesh, Education 
Department.
